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much of said work has been done, and in their judg-
ment what proportion of said land, if any, said Fish,
Bennett and Randolf are entitled to for the same.
Provided* The expenses incurred in making such ex-
amination shall be paid by the said B. H. Bennett,
J. B. Fish and S. R. Randolf, in whole or in part in the
discretion of the Governor, and a sum sufficient for
this purpose shall be deposited by the said Fish, Ben-
nett and Randolf with the Governor, before the ap-
pointment *of such commissioners.

SEC. 4. This act shall take effect from and after its
passage.
